processes of ratifying Constitutional 
amendment*. 
It comes about on ac­ 
count of the recently submitted prohi­ 
bition amendment and tin* suffrage 
amendment grunting women tin* right 
to vote. 
The people interested in 
th* se subjects will want to know’ some­ 
thing about them, though, strung** to 
say, the people have nothing whatever 
to do with their ratification or rejec­ 
tion. 
The legislatures of the several 
states pass upon these amendments. 
The legislature may or may not repre­ 
sent the sentiment of a state upon the 
Constitutional amendment, but if tho 
legislature says yes it commit# tIn­ 
state to tin* amendment. 
Probably till* is a serious defect in 
tile Constitution. 
It might have been 
provide! that tile jwople of each state 
should vote upon any change in their 
fundamental law. But that was one of 
the mistakes of tile fathers. 
They 
thought th** people would lo* more en 
ger to change the Constitution than 
the congress or the legislatures, whet; 
tile reverse is true.

In regard to ratifying amendments 
aero are a few hard facts: 
When a 
state once votes to ratify it cannot re 
verse its uc4ion. 
That affirmative ac­

Any state may ret* ‘t tin- 
amendment time after time, but

makes no difference as to final action 
if tiiut action should lie affirmative.

must be used. 
The- naturalization chief write : 
“ Your particular ^.Mention is call­ 
ed to the fact that the supremo court 
of the United State* handed down an 
opinion holding that no declaration 
of intention executed either under 
the new law is valid for naturaliza­ 
tion purposes if it is .•.-veil years 
old.”

The plan of setting forth the essen­ 
tial 
fuels of the deportations and 
forced labor of Belgians is set forth 
by the committee on public Informa­ 
tion as follows: the documents, that 
is to say. a small fraction of those 
which could he cited, tell Hi** story, and 
only such comments are udded as are 
needed to enable th** reader to easily 
grasp the connection of events. 
“The deportations 
. 
. . were the 
most vivid, shocking, convincing, single 
happening In all our enforced observa­ 
tion and experience of German dis­ 
regard of human suffering and human 
rights In Belgium.”—Vernon Kellogg 
In Atlantic Monthly, October. IIM7. 
A summary of the whole situation, 
down to January, HU7, can be ob­ 
tained by reading continuously the re­ 
port of Minister Whitlock, tuken from 
the files of th** stat** deportment. This 
tells of the brutality of the deporta­ 
tions. 
“Legation of the United States of 
America, Brussels, Jan. 10, 1917. 
“The 
Honorable, 
the 
Secretary 
of 
State, Washington. 
“Sir: I have find It In mind, and I 
might say, on my conscience, since 
the Germans began to deport Belgian 
workmen early In November, to pre­ 
pare for the department a detailed 
report on this latest Instance of bru­ 
tality, but there have been so many 
obstacles In til** way of obtaining evi­ 
dence on which a calin and Judicious 
opinion could he bused, aud on** is 
so overwhelmed with th** horror of the 
thing Itself, that It has been, nnd oven 
now Is, difficult to write calmly and 
Justly about It. 
I have had to content 
myself with fragments of dispatches 
I have from time to tim** sent to the 
de|Mirtmont and with doing what I 
could, little as that can ho, to allevi­ 
ate the distress that this gratuitous 
cruelty has caused th** population of 
this unhappy land. 


W h itlo ck Opposed Belgian Idea. 
“In order to understand fully tho 
situation. It Is necessary to go huck to 
the autumn of 1914. 
At tti** time we 
were organizing th** relief work, th** 
Comite National-—the Belgian relief or­ 
ganization that collaborates with the 
commission for relief iii Belgium— 
proposal an arrangement by which 
the Belgian government should pay 
to Its own employees left In Belgium, 
and other unemployed men besides, 
the wages they had been accustomed 
to receive. 
The Belgians wished to 
do this both for humanitarian and pa­ 
triotic purposes; they wished to pro­ 
vide the unemployed with the means 
of livelihood, and, at the same time, 
to prevent their working for the Ger­ 
mans. 
I refused to In* connected In 
any way with this plan, nnd told the 
Belgian committee that It had many 
possibilities of dnngcr; that not only 
would It place n premium on Idleness. 
but that it would ultimately exasper­ 
ate the Germans. 
However, the policy 
was adopted, and has been continued 
in practice, ami on the rolls of the 
Comite National have been born** th** 
nutnes of hundreds of thousands— 
some 7<M).(88). I believe—of Idle men 
receiving this dole, distributed through 
the communes. 
“The presence of these unemployed, 
however, was a constant temptation 
to German cupidity. 
Many times they 
sought to obtain the lists of the cho- 
meurs. but were always foiled by the 
claim that under the guaranties cov­ 
ering th** reltef work, the records of 
the Comite National and Its various 
suhorganlzatlons were iipmune. 
Rath­ 
er than risk any Interruption of th** 
ravltnlllement, for which, while baith 
to own any obligation to America, the 
Germans have always been grateful, 
slime It has had the effect of keeping 
the population calin, the authorities 
never pressed the point, other than 
with th** burgomasters of the com­ 
munes. 
Finally, however, the mili­ 
tary party, always brutal, and with an 
frwni~ work. 
astounding Ignorance of public opin­ 
ion and of moral sentiment, deter­ 
mined to put these bile men to work. 
“General von Hissing ami the civil 
portion of his entourage had always 
been and even now are opposed to this 
policy, and I think have sincerely done 
what they could, first, to prevent its 
adoption, and secondly, to lighten the 
rigors of its application,** 


Germ an Prom ises Worthless. 
In the early days of the German ad­ 
vance into Belgium, the people had 
learned to fear the worst. 
Tills v.us 
particularly true in Antwerp, 
in or­ 
der to alleviate th**ir tears and to ob­ 
tain guaranties which might hasten 
tile restoration of settled conditions. 
Cardinal Mel d e r secured I rom the 
German government at Antwerp prom­ 
ises, and In a circular letter dated Oc­ 
tober ldth, 1914, asked the clergy of 


the province of Antwerp to communi­ 
cate them to the people: 
“TIa* governor of Antwerp, Baron 
von Holnlngen, General von Tfuene, 
fins authorized me to inform you In his 
name and to communicate by your 
obliging Intermediary to our popula­ 
tions, 
the 
tin**** 
following 
declara­ 
tions : 
“ (I) The young men need not fear 
being token to Germany, eiih**r to tie 
enrolled Into the army or to be em­ 
ployed tit forced labors. 
“ (2) If Individual Infractions of po­ 
lice regulations lire committed, the 
authorities will Institute a search for 
th** responsible authors and will pun­ 
ish them, without placing th** respon­ 
sibility on th** entire jtopulution. 
“ (3) The German and Belgian au­ 
thorities win neglect nothing to see 
that food is assured to the popula­ 
tion.” 
These promises were not kept, as 
Cardinal Merrier ami his colleagues 
show by abundant evidence In th** “Ap­ 
peal to Truth.” 
“On .Mardi 23*1, 1915. at th** arsenal 
at Luttre the German authorities post­ 
ed a ne,ice demanding return to work. 
On April 21st, 200 workmen were call­ 
ed for. On April 27th soldiers went 
to fetch 
th** 
workmen 
from 
their 
homes nnd take them to th** arsenal. 
In th** absence of a workman, a mem­ 
ber of the family was arrested. 
Workmen Imprisoned on Trains. 
“However, th** men maintained tti* lr 
refusal to work, 'beniilge they Were 
unwilling to co-operate in acts of war 
against their country.* 
"On May 4th, 21 workmen detained 
in prison ut Nlvelles were tried at 
Mons by a court-nmrtlul. ‘on the charge 
of being members of a secret society, 
having far Ifs aim to thwart the carry­ 
ing out of German military measures.’ 
They wert* condemned to Imprison­ 
ment. 
“On May 8th, 1915, 48 workmen 
were shut up In a freight ear and 
taken to Germany. 
“On May 14th, 45 men were deport­ 
ed to Germany. 
“On May I nth a fresh proclamation 
announced t lint th** prisoners would 
receive only dry bread nnd water, and 
bot food only every four days. 
On 
May 22d three curs with 104 work­ 
men were sent. toward Charleroi.” 
“A similar course was adopted at 
Malines, where by various methods 
of Intimidation, the German authori­ 
ties attempted to fore** th*- workers at 
tin* arsenal to work on materia! for 
th*- railways, as lf It wen* not plain 
that this material would become war 
material sooner or Inter. 
Stopped All Traffic in Malines. 
“o n May 30th, 1915, 
the governor 
general announced that he ‘would be 
obliged to punish th** town of Malines 
and its suburbs by stopping all com­ 
mercial 
traffic if by 
IP a. 
rn. on 
Wednesday, Jim** 2*1, 5(81 workmen 
had net presented themselves for work 
at lh** arsenal. 
“oji 
Wednesday, June 2*1, not n 
single man appeared. 
Accordingly, a 
complete stoppage took place of every 
vehicle within a radius of several kilo­ 
meters of th** town. 
“Severn! workmen were taken by 
force and kept two or three days tit 
th** arsenal. 
“The commune of Rweveghin ( west­ 
ern Flanders) was punished In June, 
1915, because th** 350 workmen at the 
private factory of M. Beknert re films I 
to muk** barbed wire for the German 
a nay. 
“Th** following notice was placard­ 
ed at 
Menln In July-August, 
1915: 
‘By order: From today tin* town will 
no longer afford aid of nn> *U**cHp- 
t Ion-—Including 
assistance 
to 
their 
families, wives, and children—to any 
operative* 
except 
those 
who 
work 
regularly at military work, and other 
tasks assigned to them. 
All other op­ 
eratives and their families <*un hence­ 
forward not be helped in any fashion.’ 
Punished for Refusal to Work. 
“Similar measures wore taken In 
October, 1915. ut Ifurlebekelez-Uourt* 
nil, Blsseghctn, Lnkeren, ami Mons. 
From Hiirlebeke 29 Inhabitants were 
transported to Germany. 
At Mons, 
in M. Lemur’* factory, th** directors, 
foreman, and NI workmen were Im­ 
prisoned for having refused to work 
in tin* service of th** German army. M. 
Lenoir was sentenced to five year** im­ 
prisonment. tin* five directors to a 
year each, six foremen to six months. 
anil th** NI workmen to eight week*. 
“The general government had re­ 
course also to Indirect methods of 
Compulsion. 
It 
seized th** Belgian 
Red Gross, confiscated its property. 
anil changed its purpose arbitrarily. 
ll attempted to make itself muster of 
the public charities, and to control the 
national alit ami food committee. 
“lf we were to cite in externs** the 
decree of iii** governor general of Aug­ 
ust 4th. 1915, concerning measures In­ 
tended to assure the carrying out of 
works of public usefulness, and that 
of August 15fli, ‘concerning the unem­ 
ployed. wit**, through Idleness, refrain 
it would he seen by what 
tortuous menus the occupying power 
attempts to attack at once the m as­ 
ters aud the men.” 
Fines Imposed Without Reason. 
Th** German authorities were not 
satisfied with en** Impoverishing levy. 
In November 1915. one mouth before 
the expiration of the twelve-month 
period fixed for the levy, they de*-reed 
that 
the contribution of 49,000,000 
francs a month should he paid for an 
indefinite period. 
In November, 1010. 
they increased the levy to 50.000,000 
franca a month. 
In addition, faithful 
to the method laid down by the tiigh 
command, 
the 
German 
authorities 
have continued to levy fines upon 
towns and villages for uets committed 
in their neighborhood, although they 
had no proof that these acts hail been 
committed by any inhabitant of the 
city or village thus fined.

Col. J. H. Earle, in 
charge of the post, stated no one is 
suspected of tiring tile structure—a
